County Reform Bill Receives 
About the Same Vote as 
the Township Bill. 


MAY CLAIM IN THE HOOSE 


On a Favorable R eport From a Spe­ 
cial Com mittee—NuslMiuttt‘a BUI to 
Reduce Telegraph K ates DefWated. 
Kill* to Abolish th e Three Day#’ 
G race and Giving Farm er* Constab­ 
ulary Power* Killed. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 16.—Tile county re­ 
form bill passed the senate yesterday by 
about the same vote as the township 
bill received. 
Tho vote stood 29 ayes to 
15 nays. 
Senator Nusbumu spoke against the 
bill on its passage, and said that al­ 
though he had voted for the township 
measure, and was in favor of reforming 
county business to some extent, this bill 
did not meet tho requirements. 
In cre­ 
ating tho county council whoso duty it 
should be to assume the heavier duties 
in the management of the county, the 
bill, he said provided for practically no 
salary, which would mean cheap men 
in office, and }>oorer county government 
than was had nuder the present system. 
Senator Hogg said that although the 
bill might be faulty in some ways, it 
was the best reform bill offered and 
should be passed. 
He declared that 
good men could be secured for member­ 
ship on the county council, citing as an 
argument that tho average member of 
the seuate did not oome thoro for the 
salary. 
The bill by Senator Nnsbanm to re 
duce telegraph ratos in Indiana to 20 
cents for IO words was voted down in 
senate by a vote of 20 ayes aud 22 nays. 
The lions© bill to graut a pension of 
$100 a mouth to Mrs. Oliver P. Morton 
was substituted for tho senate bill and 
passed. Ii has now passed both branches. 
Tin; hon* 1 bill by Mr. Art man, mak­ 
ing the granting of changes of venue 
discretionary with the judge nuder cer­ 
tain restrictions, failed to pass the seu­ 
ate and the law remains unchanged. 
The claim of Mrs. Edwin May of Chi­ 
cago came before the house yesterday 
favorably reported by a special com­ 
mittee who had thoroughly investigated 
the claim. 
Edwin May (deceased) drew up the 
plans for the Michigan City state’s 
prison, and gave to the state some pat­ 
ents on celldoors and other prison ap­ 
pliances which were used by the state 
when the prison was ftr^t constructed 
Tho board of managers gave him a w ar­ 
rant for $.5,000 for his contract. 
This 
w arrant, it is claimed by tile opposition, 
has be* a paid. 
The m atter will come 
up again soon. 
A number of new bills of minor im­ 
portance wen' introduced in both houser 
yesterday. 
The house passed a number 
of small bills. 
Among those which 
failed to pass was the bill to abolish 
three days of grace, aud one giving 
farmers constabulary powers in certain 
cases.

thorough remedy. Tho bills proposed by 
the. present commission on county and 
township reform in our opinion offer a 
a satisfactory remedy for the worst evils 
which now infect our local government 
and we urge the members of the legisla­ 
ture, without regard to party to obey the 
calls of patriotic duty and to unite in the 
support of the*© beneficent measures.
